Who'll Replace Jim McBride 


As Boss of Finance Committee?

SACRAMENTO, June 14 

—The sudden death of Sen- 
ator Jim McBride (D-Ven- 
tura) left heavy 
hearts, moist 
eyes and golden 
memories in the 
Senate. But it. 
also left. a prob- 
lem. 

Who will re- # 
place him as 
chairman of the 
omnipotent Senate finance 
committee? 

This is no job for begin- 
ners. The Capitol considers 
it the most important assign- 
ment in the Senate, save that 
of the president pro-tem. 

Hugh Burns (D-Fresno), 
president pro-tem and boss- 
man of the Senate shop, dug 
through his graying hairs 
with his fingernails as he 
thought. He was beset by 
two problems—a deep grief 
over the loss of a close friend 
and the problem of putting 

"someone in that friend's leg- 
islative shoes. 
“Actually,” Burns began, 
“there’s only one man on

the finance committee who 
has the ability, the eligibil- 
ity and the availability to 
take over as chairman. 

“That's Senator Howard 
Williams (R-Tularc). 

“But Howard’s a Repub- 
lican. The Senate is 30-10 
Democratic and if we put a 
Republican in charge of the 
Senate’s most important 
committee, there'll be the 
devil to pay among the 
Democrats from one end of 
the state to the other. 

“Pat Brown might under-: 
stand this. I’m not. sure. 
But I am sure the Demo- 
crats on the outside would 
not.” 

Of the 12 surviving mem- 
bers of the 13-man commit- 
tee, five are Republicans and 
seven are Democrats. Of the 
Democrats, vice-chairman 
Charley Brown (Invo-Alpine- 
Mono) is beyond the age of 
accepting such a burden. 


SENATOR RANDY Col - 
lier isn’t about to leave his 
heloved transportation chair- 
manship. Nor is Luther Gib- 
son (Solano) about to give 
up his powerful captaincy of 
governmental efficiency. 


Burns and George Miller 
(Contra Costa) are ineligible 
because of. their rules com- 
mittee berths. Hugh Don- 
nelly (Stanislaus) isn’t ex- 
pected to leave his education 
committee at his age for the 
sweat of finance boss—and 
Dick Richards (LA) -hasn’t 
sufficient seniority. 

Burns sat reflectively in 
the front row of the Senate 
—with a floral wreath on the 
empty desk of Jim McBride 
gnawing at him — and at 
every senator. and those of 
us who, for one or another 
reason, live with the Senate. 


NOT FAR AWAY, Sena- 
tor J. Howard Williams sat 
with no knowledge of what 
was churning in the mind of 
the Senate boss. 

Williams is a no-nonsense 
sort of legislator. He talks as 
straight as the part in the 
middle of the graying-brown 
hair that tops his tall body. 
Williams is a gustv guy of 
the type Burns admires. He 
has the budgeting experi- 
ence Burns demands. But he 
has a drawback Burns can't 
overcome: Howard Williams 
is a Republican.

Q. A member of my family re- 
cently had a heart attack. Much 
to everyone’s surprise the doc- 
tor allowed the patient to sit 
in a chair the very next day. 
I have always heard that a 
heart victim needs complete 
rest. Am I right or wrong? 

A. You are partly right but a 
little bit behind the times. Re- 
cently there has been considera- 
ble interest in the armchair treat- 
ment of patients who have cer- 
tain types of heart attacks. Some 
of the top heart specialists let 
some patients sit in a chair at 
intervals beginning the first day 
or so after the attack. Certain 
patients allowed this privilege 
seem to get along better than 
those kept flat on their backs. 
Doctors have found that, gener- 
ally speaking, the heart works 
harder when we are lying down 
than when we sit up. This does 
not mean that all heart patients 
should jump out of bed. It is for 
the doctor to decide which treat- 
ment method is best.

VISALIA, June 22—A num- 
ber of Central California orange 
growers have expressed an in- 
terest in utilizing wind ma- 
chines te cool their groves dur- 
ing periods of hot weather. 
Some have already tried run- 
ning the machines. It has been 
noted that a temporary drop in 
air temperatures of five to eight 
degrees may occur. 

Moving air tends to speed 
moisture evaporation from cit- 
rus leaves and fruit. This re- 
sults in an acceleration of the 
drying effects of hot weather 
and can actually aggravate fruit 
damage. Unless there is free 
moisture such as would be at- 
tained in a solid area being 
sprinkled or flood _ irrigated 
with ample moisture in the root 
zone, the trees will desiccate 
and the temperature drop will 
be insufficient to be of any help.
